Tills beautiful variety of the Cochin breed 
has, for some reason, enjoyed far greater 
popularity in this country than iu England, 
where they have been eclipsed, in a measure, 
by the Bulls. 
This is partially accounted for 
by the fact that some fowls of this kiad were 
imported into Massachusetts about twenty 
years ago that were so much admired, aud 
their progeny were so uniform in color and 
form, that they obtained a strong hold on 
fanciers. 
The partridge does not differ materially 
from other varieties of Cochins except In 
color, which in tho cocks should be as follows: 
Neck, back, and saddle bright red, of various 
shades; breast aud thighs black; tail a rich 
greenish black; legs yellow—being almost 
identical with the coloring of the black­ 
breasted red game-cock. 
The ben should be 
ii rich brown, finely and delicately (duelled 
all over the body with black, giving her a 
beautifully soft aud downy appearance, en­ 
hancing that caused by the rich and abundant 
fluff which covers her rump aud thighs. 
For 
small quarters and particularly for those who 
reside in cities or villages, and are compelled 
to keep their fowls closely coutined, this va­ 
riety will give great satisfaction; for, iu addi­ 
tion to their quiet habits, they retain their 
freshness aud beauty belter than any other 
kind; even dark Brahmas becoming yellow 
and dingy when coutiued in a dirty yard much 
sooner than this variety. 
When one can keep but few fowls, and 
desires both eggs aud chickens for the table, 
any variety of Cochins will he found desirable. 
We have found thorn groat layers of eggs, and 
of satisfactory quality for eating.—Poultry 
World.

Partridge Cochins. 
This beautiful variety of the Cochin breed 
hat, for some reason, enjoyed far greater 
popularity in this country than iu England, 
where they have been eclipsed, in a measure, 
by the Buffs. 
This is partially accounted for 
by the fact that some fowls of this kind were 
imported into Massachusetts about tweuty 
years ago that were so much admired, and 
their progeny were so uniform in color and 
form, that they obtained a strong hold on 
fanciers. 
The partridge doe3 not differ materially 
from other varieties of Cochins except in 
color, which in tho cocks should be as follows: 
Neck, back, and saddlo bright red, of various 
shades; breast and thighs black; tail a rich 
greenish black; logs yellow—being almost 
identical with the coloring of the black­ 
breasted red game-cock. 
The hen should be 
a rich brown, tinely and delicately penciled 
all over the body with black, giving her a 
beautifully soft aud downy appearance, en­ 
hancing that caused by the rich and abundant 
fluff which covers her rump aud thighs. 
For 
small quarters and particularly for those who 
reside in cities or villages, and are compelled 
to keep their fowls closely confined, this va­ 
riety will give great satisfaction; for, iu addi­ 
tion to their quiet habits, they retain their 
freshness and beauty better than any other 
kind; cvea dark Brahmas becoming yellow 
and dingy when confined in a dirty yard much 
sooner than this variety. 
When one can keep but few fowls, and 
desires both eggs and chickens for the table, 
any variety of Cochins will be found desirable. 
We have found thorn great layers of eggs, and 
of satisfactory quality for eating.—Poultry 
W orld.

Take of olive-oil one pound, of rectified oil 
of amber one pound, spirits of turpentine oue 
pound, oil of lavender one ounce, tincture of 
alkanot root one balf ounce. 
Saturate a piece

wood, theD, with soft and dry cotton rags, 
rub well and wipo off dry. 
This will make 
old furniture in private dwellings, or that 
which has been shop-worn in warerooms, look 
as well as when first finished.

should be put into a jar or jug, well mixeA 
and afterwards kept tightly corked. 
This is

A lbany, May 25.—The Evening Journal, 
alluding to the canal contract tru3t fund held 
by the State Treasurer, says, “ the books of 
the A uditor show that lie holds $98,150.” The 
Journal adds, 
“ On Saturday the 
Deputy 
Treasurer proceeded to U tica and in connec­ 
tion with Dr. Gray had a conference with Mr. 
Raines, and this subject was referred to, and 
Raines was able to give directions as to where 
the securities for these canal deposits could be 
found in his office. 
This morning, upon the 
return oí the Deputy Treasurer, an exam ina­ 
tion was made in accordance with Raines’ di 
reelions and securities to the am ount of $6(5, 
000 were found, just as he had described, in liis 
private draw er of the safe; besides this sum 
$10,000 of the sam e fund are deposited in the 
bank at Rochester with which Raines is con­ 
nected. 
This would leave but a lit lie over 
$20,000 of the whole fund, supposing it to 
roach $98,150, to bo accounted for, and as 
we have indicated it is possible th at there 
may not be so largo an aggregate. 
If there 
be any more it will doubtless be found, as all 
the places pointed out by Raines have not 
been searched. 
The exam ination liaá pro­ 
ceeded far enough to show that tho fund has 
not been misapplied, and th at like all the 
several state funds in the office it is safe and 
secure. 
C ontractors’ drafts are m ainly rede-

In your issue 
of the 8th inst. I observe you take rather 
strong ground against Congressional inter­ 
ference with the vexed “ Mormon question.”

I have been a resident of Salt Lake for more 
than three years, and during the whole of that 
time I have been brought into daily contact 
with the Mormon people and have had abun­ 
dant opportunity to observe the practical 
workings of the peculiar institution of polyga­ 
my and also other Mormon practices equally 
repugnant to decency, civilization and the 
spirit of American Institutions. 
The idea 
which you advance, (hut polygamy, if let 
alone, will die of itself, seems to be shared by 
many of your eastern cotemporarlcs. 
Let us see how the assertion is borne out 
by existing facts. 
During the past year more 
polygamous marriages have taken place in 
Utah than in any previous year since what Is 
termed tho “ Reformation” of 1857-58. 
For 
the Information of eastern roaders it may be 
necessary to state here that the reformation 
above alluded to consisted in “purifying Zion” 
by shedding Hie blood of all apostates from Hie 
Mormon church in Utah, and by “ cutting off 
from Hie earth” all Gentiles who had the 
hardihood to venture into 
these 
volleys, 
which wore hold by the Saints as their own 
inheritance. 
It was during reformation times 
that the Mountain Meadow massacre took 
place. 
Your readers may or may not be 
aware cf the particulars of that atrocious 
butchery, but at the risk of wearying them l i ­ 
ttle repetition of a thrice-told tale, I wish to 
state that at Mountain Meadows, in the south­ 
ern part of this territory, iu September, 1857, 
these guileless, Inoflensire saints whom Con­ 
gress is urged not to “ persecute” by special 
legislation, murdered one hundred and nine­ 
teen men. women aud children, whose sole 
crime was that they had the temerity to at­ 
tempt to cross Brigham Young'* dominions 
without his permission. 
The money, stock 
and other property of Hie murdered emigrants, 
amounting to $100,000or more, were distrib­ 
uted among leading dignitaries of tho Mor­ 
mon church, who have remained iu undis­ 
tille d possession of tho same from that day 
to the present. 
These red-handed assassins 
of helpless women and innocent little children 
are living on every side of me, and would 
butcher mc and my little ones if counselled to 
do ia by Hie Prophet, without Hie sligliest 
compunction. 
That they are not counselled 
so to do, augurs no change in the policy of 
their loaders or the spirit of their religion, but 
simply a little wholesome four of Hie federal 
official* in Hie territory and Hie United States 
troops at Camp Douglas. 
I observe in most of Hie leading eastern pa 
per* a disposition to criticise the pending 
Utah bill, on account of what they are pleased 
to term Hie undue |>owcr conferred by it on tho 
United .States courts in the territory. 
To any 
one acquainted with Utah nfluirs the objection 
would seem to be on tho other side. 
It 
is 
well 
known 
to 
all 
residents 
of 
Utah, 
and 
to 
our 
friends 
ubroad 
who 
have 
taken 
pains 
to 
inquire 
in 
to 
the matter, 
that 
under the 
present 
aspect of affairs the Federal authorities c a n 


n o t nnd the Territorial authorities w il l 
not 
punish any crime committed by Mormons 
aud from Hic fact that there are ut present 
rivE n e sin*. r.D a n d SKTE.vry-rocn brutal, cold 
blooded murder* awaiting judicial investiga 
t:ou hero, it would seem necessary that some 
court should be clothed with power sufficient 
to punish the |>erpetrators. 
Our circutnstan 
cos ditler slightly from your*. 
Here criminals 
are to lie arrested and tried in the face of pe­ 
culiar diillculties, tho whole community liein 
Interested iii shielding them. 
The Mormon 
people are bound together by lies, obligations 
un I oaths, the force of which cannot bo re 
aliZv* I except by a residence among them. 
They stand or fall together. 
A Mormon can 
commit no greater crime than to break his 
endowment oath of fealty to th* church. 
If 
tho oatli which be is required lo take in 
court a- w itness or juryman conflicts with this 
it does not bind bim. 
Ile must obey the 
higher law,” no.maUer what becomes of tho 
laws of bi* country. 
Our friends who charac­ 
terize Hie proposed congressional legislation 
tor Utah as proscriptive, are requested to bear 
the above facts in mind. 


By way of conclusion, allow me to present 
a few additional facts with regard to inilyga- 
my, as I have stated before. 
The practice i* 
increasing instead of dying out, nnd a Mor­ 
mon Bishop informed me u few days ago that 
it wasto be made a test of fellowship; that is 
to say, I hose saints who have only one wife 
must take more wives immediately or lie cut 
oil from the church. 
Your readers may not 
think this excommunication a very serious 
matter, but Hic unfortunate objects of priestly 
wrath find it so. 
Tile sentence of the church 
is followed by social and business proscription 
au l Hie loss of employment and friends. Bur 
ing tim past six months the Prophet bas 
drawn or driren a large proposition of his 
followers into what is termed the Order of 
Enoch. 
All who joiu this order deed their en 
tire property to the church, aud wheu they 
are cut off they lose everything they possess 
on carli). 
As most of them ueed but little 
urging to take more wive?, it is hardly to b*: 
expected that any will risk incurring the |ien- 
ulty that the Prophet affixed to monogamy. 
Again, it has been asserted by those who 
deprecate congressional 
interference 
with 
polygamy that our local authorities will pro­ 
vide some remedy; but inasmuch as the said 
local authorities are all Mormons and practi­ 
cal polygamists, we think a remedy of their 
providing can hardly be expected during the 
present century. 
Thirty-four out of the thir­ 
ty-nine members of the Utah Legislature are 
to-day living in iKriygamy. 
The same tiling is 
true of most of the Judges of the Probate 
Court?, and of nearly all the territorial offi­ 
cials. 
There is another feature of this |iecu- 
liar institution which I do not think is fairly 
understood outside of Utub: The Mormon 
code has nothing to say about marriage with­ 
in forbidden degrees of relationship: conse­ 
quently men take their own nieces and even 
their half-sisters as plural wives, aud it is so 
common for a mother aud lier daughter to lire 
as co-wives of the same man that the circum­ 
stance excites no remark. 
A near neighbor 
of mine bas been living for years as the fifth 
wife of lier father'* brother, to whom she has 
borne several children. 
This man has held uu 
mportant territorial office and ha3 always 
been esteemed a good citizen. 


Hic foregoing sketch may serve to give your 
readers a slight idea of tho .-tate of society 
here, but it is impossible in the compass of 
an article like the present to give a tithe of 
Hie reasons which Hie non-Mormon residents 
of Utah have for asking the aid of Congress 
in order to secure the enforcement of law and 
protect them in tile exercise of Hie common 
rights of American citizen*.

The case of James Van Bureu vs. Richard 
Stokes and Stephen Yaple, trice! in Hie year 
1873, before A. B. Parker, referee, decided by 
him in favor of the plaintiff, and appealed to 
the General Term of Hic Supreme Court by 
the defendants, has been decided in favor of 
Hie plaintiff, the judgment of the court below 
being affirmed. 
This action was brought by 
the plaint!!! to recover on a promissory note 
made by the defendant Richard Stokes aud en 
dorsed by Stephen Yaple, dated Sept. ICH) 
1872. 
Tile defence is usury, Hie defendant 
Stokes claiming lie brought Hie note to this 
city to have it discounted, and being unable 
to get the note done at the bank?, hunted up 
Mr. Win. D. Hill, who suid ho would get the 
money if Stokes would pay him six dollars 
Hill then left, and a short time afterwards 
handed Stokes tho check of Van Buren for Hie 
full amount of the note less the legal discount. 
Stokes got Hie money and paid Hill the six 
dollars. 
The referee decided first that the note wa* 
made, and second, that on tho lGili day of 
September, 1872, Stokes applied to Hill to 
have Hie note discounted. 
Third, that an 
agreement for Hie loan was made between 
Hill and Stokes, Hill agreeing to have the 
note discounted for Stokes, for th* sum of six 
dollar. 
Fourth, that Hill applied to Van 
Buren to have the note discounted for (Stoke! 
Fifth, that the note was discounted by Van 
Buren, Stokes receiving from plaintiff the 
amount of the note, less the legal discount. 
Sixth, that Van Buren received no part of Hic 
six dollars, the amount claimed to have been 
taken in excess of the legal Interest, nor was 
the sum exacted with his knowledge or au­ 
thority; nor had the plaintiff, Jam es Van Bu 
ren, any knowledge that that sum, or any part 
thereof, was to be charged by Hill or any 
other person for procuring such loan. 
Tiffs 
was strong enough certainly. 
The referee 
further found as a matter of law, that there 
was due plaintiff $105.32. 
The defendants 
then appealed with the result us before stated. 
Mr. Kenyon, the defendants’ attornej’, says 
he intends to take the case to the Court of 
Appeals. 
A decision on this casein tho court 
of appeals will be an important precedent for 
note buyers, and lawyers also. 
In this case 
the plaintiff* attorney is D. W. Keyser, while 
J. V. V. Kenyon appeared for the defendants. 
A lute case on usury has been decided in 
Hie Commission of Appeals, which we give 
for the benefit of the public general!}: 
Au 
action was brought upon a promissory note 
payable one year from date with interest. 
Tile defense was usury. 
Hie note was given 
for mouey loaned lit C., as agent of Hie payee, 
to defendant G. 
C. was only authorized to 
loan the money at legal interest, and the payee 
knew nothing of the transaction between C. 
and G. 
G. testified substantially that he 
agreed to pay ten per cent, for the use of the 
money, and that ne paul to C. $10, the sur­ 
plus over Hie amount secured by the note. 
C. testified that the agreement was only for 
seven per cent. 
It was held, among oilier 
things, that if (lie agreement was as testified 
to by G., although made without the know!- 
edge or consent of the payee, aud although 
th# excess over law ful iiitere.#l was received 
and appropriated by C., yet the note was 
usurious and void.

We find the follow ing communication iii Hie 
Middletown Dress, and as the complaints made 
in it nre also nude by Ulster county milk deal­ 
er#, we publish it that they may draw from it 
hints as to their own action: 
E ditors Dress: I was glad to see ail article 
in the Dress last week in reference to the milk 
business. 
It is high time that something 
should not only be said, but done. 
The man­ 
ner in which the New York milk ring lias in­ 
sulted Hie farmers on the April price calls for 
soma retaliation or some remedy. 
It is an 
acknowledged fact by farmers anil good aud 
resjR*ctalile dealers that tho price as contract­ 
ed between the farmers and dealers, which 
was three, four aud five ccuts per quart for 
font months each last year, was the fair price; 
but the ring took advantage of the panic last 
fall aud said they could not pay the five cents 
for winter. 
We quietly submitted to it; but 
here it is in the month of April, when 
it is costing more to make milk than it did in 
January, they have knocked it down to three 
cents |H*r quart. 
Your correspondent showed 
w hat a losing business it is to make milk at 
the present ruinous prices. 
He also proposes 
that the Orange county farmers form into a 
grange. 
I ani in favor of forming into any­ 
thing that lias any prospect in it for a remedy. 
I would recommend tiiat a convention he called 
a* early os the 1st of June, and would ask the 
Sheriff if we cannot have the ase ut the Court 
House. 
If it cannot be obtained I would ask 
some one lu pro|iosc some suitable place for 
holding a convention.

L E T T E R F R O M M O R M O N D O M . 


A u L in te l' C o u n t y W o m a n S h o w n u p 
t h e I n s t i t u t i o n . 
S a l t L ake, U. T., May 16, 1S74. 
E d ito r Rondout F reeman :—In your issue 
of the 8lh lust. I observe you take rather 
strong ground against Congressional inter­ 
ference with the vexed “ Mormon question.” 
Will you publish a few words on the other side 
from one who possibly may understand the 
subject a little better than those who have 
never been within a thousand mile3 of Utub ? 
I have been a resident of Salt Lake for more 
than three years, and during the whole of that 
time I have been brought into daily contact 
with the Mormon people and have had abun­ 
dant opportunity to observe the practical 
workings of the peculiar institutior. of polyga­ 
my and also other Mormon practices equally 
repugnant to decency, civilization and the 
spirit of American institutions. 
The idea 
which you advance, that polygamy, if let 
alone, will die of itself, seems to be shared by 
many of your eastern cotemporarlcs. 
Let us see how the assertion is borne out 
by existing facts. 
During the past year more 
polygamous marriages have taken place in 
Utah than in any previous year since what is 
termed the “ Reformation” of 1857-58. 
For 
the Information of eastern readers it may be 
necessary to state here that the reformation 
above alluded to consisted in “purifying Zion” 
by shedding the blood of all apostates from the 
Mormon church in Utah, and by “ cutting off 
from the oartli” all Gentiles who had the 
hardihood to venture into these 
valleys, 
which were held by the Saiuts as their own 
inheritance. 
It was during reformation times 
that the Mountain Meadow massacre took 
place. 
Your readers may or may not be 
aware of the particulars of that atrocious 
butchery, but at the risk of wearying them by 
the repetition of a thrice-told tale, I wish to 
state that at Mountain Meadows, in the south­ 
ern part of this territory, in September, 1857, 
these guileless, inoflensive saints whom Con­ 
gress is urged not to “ persecute” by special 
legislation, murdered one hundred and nine­ 
teen men, w ,mon and children, whose sole 
crime was tint they had the temerity to at­ 
tempt to cross Brigham Young's dominions 
without his permission. 
The money, stock 
and other property of the murdered emigrants, 
amounting to $100,000 or more, were distrib­ 
uted among leading dignitaries of the Mor­ 
mon church, who have remained in undis­ 
turbed possession of the same from that day 
to the present. 
These red-handed assassins 
of helpTess women and innocent little children 
are living on every side of me, and would 
butcher me and my little ones if counselled to 
do áo by the rrophet, without the slighest 
compunction. 
That they are not counselled 
so to do, augurs no change in the policy of 
their leaders or the spirit of their religion, but 
simply a little wholesome fear of the federal 
officials in the territory and the United Stales 
troops at Camp Douglas. 
I observe in most of the leading eastern pa­ 
pers a disposition to criticise the pending 
Utah bill, on account of what they are pleased 
to term the undue power conferrod by it on the 
United States courts in the territory. 
To any 
one acquainted with Utah aflairs the objection 
would seem to be on the other side. 
It 
well 
known 
to 
all 
residents 
of 
Utah, 
and 
to 
our 
friends 
abroad 
who 
have 
taken 
pains to 
inquire 
in­ 
to 
the matter, 
that 
under the 
present 
aspect of aflairs the Federal authorities c a n ­ 
n o t and the Territorial authorities w i l l n o t 
punish any crime committed by Mormons; 
aud from the fact that there are at present 
FIVE HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-FOUR bl'Utill, COld- 
blooded murders awaiting judicial investiga­ 
tion here, it would seem necessary that sonic 
court should be clothed with power sufficient 
to punish the perpetrators. 
Our circumstan­ 
ces difler slightly from yours. 
Here criminals 
are to be arrested and tried in the face of pe­ 
culiar difficulties, the whole community being 
interested in shielding them. 
The Mormon 
people are bound together by ties, obligations 
and oaths, the force of which cannot be re­ 
alized except by a residence among them. 
They stand or fall together. 
A Mormon can 
commit no greater crime than to break bis 
endowment oath of fealty to the church. 
If 
tho oath which lie is required to take in 
court as witness or juryman conflicts with this 
it does not bind him. 
lie must obey the 
“higher law," no4m alter what becomes of tho 
laws of his country. 
Our friends who charac­ 
terize the proposed congressional legislation 
for Utah as proscriptive, are requested to bear 
the above facts in mind. 


By way of conclusion, allow me to present 
a few additional facts with regard to polyga­ 
my, as 1 have stated before. 
The practice is 
increasing instead of dying out, and a Mor­ 
mon Bishop informed me a few days ago that 
it was to be made a test of fellowship; that is 
to say, thosesaint3 who have only one wifo 
must take more wive3 immediately or be cut 
oil from the church. 
Your readers may not 
think this excommunication a very serious 
matter, but the unfortunate objects of priestly 
wrath find it so. 
The sentence of the church 
is followed by social and business proscription 
and the loss of employment and friends. Dur­ 
ing the past six months the Prophet has 
drawn or driven a large proposition of his 
followers into what is termed the Order of 
Enoch. 
All who join this order deed their en­ 
tire property to the church, and when they 
are cut oil’ they lose everything they possess 
on earth. 
As most of them need but little 
urging to take more wives, it is hardly to be 
expected that any will risk incurring the pen 
alty that the Prophet affixed to monogamy. 
Again, it lias been asserted by those who 
deprecate congressional 
interference with 
polygamy that our local authorities will pro­ 
vide some remedy; but inasmuch a3 the said 
local authorities are all Mormons and practi­ 
cal polygamists, we think a remedy of their 
providing can hardly be expected during the 
present century. 
Thirty-four out of the thir­ 
ty-nine members of the Utah Legislature aro 
to-day living in polygamy. 
The same thing is 
true of most of the Judges of the Probate 
Courts, and of nearly all the territorial ofli 
cials. 
There is another feature of this pecu­ 
liar institution which I do not think is fairly 
understood outside of Utah: The Mormon 
code has nothing to say about marriage with­ 
in forbidden degrees of relationship: conse­ 
quently men take their own nieces and even 
their half-sisters as plural wives, and it ¡3 so 
common for a mother and her daughter to live 
as co-wives of the same man that the circuir, 
stance excites no remark. 
A near neighbor 
of mine bas been living for years as the fifth 
wife of her father's brother, to whom slio has 
borne several children. 
This man lias held an 
important territorial office and lias always 
been esteemed a good citizen. 
The foregoing sketch may serve to give your 
readers a slight idea of tho state of society 
here, but it is impossible in the compass of 
an article like the present to give a tithe of 
the reasons which the non-Mormon residents 
of Utah have for asking the aid of Congress 
in order to secure the enforcement of law and 
protect them in the exercise of the common 
rights of American citizens.

J I n te r e s tin g ; L b tir y C a w . 
The case of James Van Bureu vs. Richard 
Stokes aud Stephen Yaple, tried in the year 
1873, before A. B. Parker, referee, decided by 
him in favor or the plaintifl, and appealed to 
the General Term of the Supreme Court by 
the defendants, has beeu decided iu favor of 
the plaintifl, the judgment of the court below 
being affirmed. 
This action was brought by 
the plaintifl to recover on a promissory note 
made by the defendant Richard Stokes and en­ 
dorsed by Stephen Yaple, dated Sept. loth, 
1872. 
The defence is usury, the defendant 
Stoke3 claiming he brought the note to this 
city to have it discounted, and being unable 
to get the note done at the banks, hunted up 
Mr. Wm. D. Hill, who said he would get the 
money if Stoke3 would pay him six dollars, 
m il then left, and a short time afterwards 
handed Stokes the check of Van Buren for the 
full amount of the note les3 the legal discount. 
Stokes got the money and paid Hill the six 
dollars. 
The refereo decided first that the note was 
made, and second, that on the 16th day of 
September, 1872, Stokes applied to Hill to 
have the note discounted. 
Third, that an 
agreement for the loan was made between 
Ilill and Stokes, Hill agreeing to have the 
note discounted for Stokes, for the sum of six 
dollars. 
Fourth, that Hill applied to Van 
Buren to have the note discounted for [Stokes. 
Fifth, that the note was discounted by Van 
Buren, Stokes receiving from plaintiff the 
amount of the note, less the legal discount. 
Sixth, that Van Buren received no part of the 
six dollars, the amount claimed to have been 
taken in excess of the legal Interest, nor was 
the sum exacted with his knowledge or au­ 
thority; nor liad the plaintifl, James Van Bu­ 
reu, any knowledge that that sum, or any part 
thereof, was to be charged by Hill or any 
other person for procuring such loan. 
This 
was strong enough certainly. 
The referee 
further found as a matter of law, that there 
wa3 due plaintifl $105.32. 
The defendants 
then appealed with the result as before stated. 
Mr. Kenyon, the defendants’ attorney, says 
he intends to take the case to the Court or 
Appeals. 
A decision on this casein tho court 
of appeals will be an important precedent for 
note buyers, and lawyers also. 
In this case 
the plaintiffs attorney is D. VV. Keyser, while 
J. V. V. Kenyon appeared for the defendants. 
A late case oil usury has been decided in 
the Commission of Appeals, which we give 
for the beuefil of the public generally: 
Au 
action was brought upon a promissory note 
payable one year from date with interest. 
The defense was usury. 
The note was given 
for mouey loaned bv C., as agent of the payee, 
to defendant G. 
C. was only authorized to 
loan die money at legal interest, and the payee 
knew nothing of the transaction between C. 
and G. 
G. testified substantially that he 
agreed to pay ten per cent, for the use of the 
money, and that he paid to C. $10, the sur­ 
plus over the aniouut secured by the note. 
testified that the agreement was only for 
seven per cent. 
It was held, among other 
things, that if (lie agreement was as testified 
to by G., although made without the knowl­ 
edge or consent of the payee, aud although 
the excess over lawful interest was received 
and appropriated by C., yet the note was 
usurious and void.

B r e a k sip t h e M ilk R i n g . 
We find the following communication in the 
Middletown Press,and as the complaints made 
in it are also made by Ulster county milk deal­ 
ers, we publish it that they may draw from it 
hints as to their own action: 
E d ito rs P r e ss: I was glad to see an article 
in the Press last week in reference to the milk 
business. 
It is high time that something 
should not only be said, but done. 
The man­ 
ner in which the New York milk ring has in­ 
sulted the farmers on the April price calls for 
some retaliation or somo remedy. 
It is an 
acknowledged fact by farmers and good aud 
respectable dealers that the price as contract­ 
ed between the farmers and dealers, which 
was three, four and live cents per quart lor 
foui months each last year, was the fair price; 
but the ring took advantage of the panic last 
fall and said they could not pay the five cents 
for winter. 
We quietly submitted to il; but 
here it is in the month of April, when 
it is costing more to make milk than it did in 
January, they have knocked it down to three 
cents per quart. 
Your correspondent showed 
what a losing business it ¡3 to make milk at 
the present ruinous prices. 
He also proposes 
that the Orange county farmers form into a 
grange. 
I am in favor of forming into any­ 
thing that has any prospect in it for a remedy. 
I would recommend that a convention be called 
as early as the 1st of June, and would ask the 
Sheriff if we cannot have the use oí the Court 
House. 
If it cannot be obtained I would ask 
some one to propose some suitable place for 
bolding a convention. 
“ Plebeian," in last 
week’s number of your paper, stated that the 
grange broke the pork packers’ riug in the 
west. 
I am in favor of breaking up all the 
rings; and from the way this ring business 
has been broken to pieces within the last ten, 
years would encourage us to hope that tht* 
last two may be broken. 
King alcohol is get­ 
ting tits—let him die; and also the king of 
the milk business, so that lie will not do in the 
future as has been done in the past—that is, 
pay the farmers three cents per quart for milk 
that has brought twelve in New York; and 
even at this time there is milk retailed at ten 
cent3 per quart that the farmers only get three 
for.

The Common Council of the City of Kingston, do 
orda in as follows : 


S e c t i o n 1. The first section of the ordinance 
of the City of Kingston entitled “ An Ordinance to 
regulate by license the exhibitions or circuses and 
other shows or entertainments.” passed by the 
Common Council of said City, June 17, 1872, is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows : 
“ S k c tio n 1. No exhibition of any circus, cara­ 
van or menagerie, theatre, curiosities, tricks of 
legerdemain, or other shows or entertainments 
hereinafter mentioned, shall be permitted in said 
city, unless the person or persons intending to 
make such exhibition shall tlrst’obtain a permit iu 
writing from the Mayor for each separate exhi­ 
bition or performance; for which permit tho fol­ 
lowing sums respectively shall lie paid for each 
separate exhibition or performance, viz : 
Circuses—each day’s performance,

Nothing contained in the first section 
of tills ordinance shall prevent the Common Coun­ 
cil from making, in its discretion, contracts or 
arrangements with the propiietors or lessees of 
public halls for the payment by them of an annual 
sum to be agreed upon in lieu of the license or 
permit fees specified in said section, for any or all 
exhibitions or performances in such public halls 
respectively.”
